In the MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp of 
January 7 of this year Mr. J. T. Odell, 
one of the noted railroad authorities of 
the country, discussing this situation, 
said: 

The railroad situation in the South at 
present is such as to demand the deepest 
and most thorough consideration. With the 
prospect—practically guaranteed—that there 
will be enormous increases in industry, agri- 
culture and commerce during the next dec 
ade, it is necessary that Southern railroads 
shall be in position to spend from $1,000,000,000 
to $2,000,000,000 for the improvement and 
modernization of their lines, terminals and 
equipment within 10 years. * * * I be- 
lieve that if the business interests fully un- 
derstood the perilous position they are in 
with these present-day railroads of high 
grades they would demand a repeal of unjust 
laws. It is either that or move out of the 
country. No country on earth could be de- 
veloped without transportation facilities. 
The ton-mile freight rate is too high. It 
must be reduced, but the ton-mile cost must 
be reduced in greater proportion. The eco- 
nomical capacity of the railroads must be 
increased, producing a lower ton-mile rate, 
or the business Interests are at the end of 
their line. 

These very striking statements of Mr. 
Odell should be iterated and reiterated 
until they are deeply impressed upon 
the people and the railroads of the 
South. We must recognize that the old- 
time uneconomic high-grade railroad is 
out of date, and rebuilding somewhat 
on the seale with which the Pennsyl- 
vania and other great systems met sim- 
ilar conditions must be undertaken, and 
undertaken promptly in the South. 
There is just complaint that freight 
rates in some cases are too high, but 
they cannot be lowered without danger 
to the railroads until the railroads spend 
the money necessary to rebuild. The 
people of the South having shown their 
disposition to set down on anti-railroad 
agitation and to relegate to the rear the 
politicians who sought to ride into 
power by arousing a spirit of antago- 
nism to railroads, it is now up to rail- 
road managers and the bankers identi- 
fied with the railroads of the South to 
do their part. If they do not do so, and 
do it promptly, they will inevitably 
have to pay the penalty of another 
period of bitter railroad hostility in the 


future. 





DORMANT CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

L. T. Nichols, Chester, S. C., general 
manager of the Carolina Northwestern 
Railway Co., in a letter to the MaNnu- 
FACTURERS’ RECORD, Says:

It is true 
that capital and labor will come to the 
South, but there is a vast amount of 
dormant capital and dormant labor in 
this section that needs to be quickened 
into life. Millions and tens of millions 
of dollars of Southern money are an- 
nually wasted in wildcat schemes, min- 





ing speculations and all kinds of hum- 
bugs which are organized for the pur- 
pose of catching a_ gullible public. 
Though there are limitless opportunities 
for investment at home, the MANUFAC-

RED GUM LUMBER AND RICH 
SOILS. 
Can it be true that the experts of the 


Department of Agriculture have found a 
practicable method of treating the red gum 
wood found in the swamps of Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana so as to prevent 
its warping? 

This timber prevails almost incalculably 
in the Yazoo and Tensas bottom lands and 
other formations throughout the South. The 
trees shoot straight up more than 100 feet, 
und are often six feet in diameter. 'The trunks 
frequently rise without branches for at least 
CO feet. There has never been any great mys- 
tery as to this remarkable wood. The ques- 
tion has been rather of difficulty and expense. 
When dressed it presents a perfectly smooth 
surface, is susceptible of the highest polish, 
and shows a beautiful dark red color. Some 
30 years ago an officer of a railway running 
through Northern Louisiana had a car fin- 
ished inside in red gum, and the appearance 
was sumptuous. So far as we know, the ex- 
periments stopped there, probably on account 
of the cost. 

The lands in which these trees grow are 
the richest alluvial deposits in the world, 
but owing to the annual freshets in the 
Mississippi River they are for the most part 
abandoned to the wilderness, At one time 
they were public lands and could be pur- 
chased from the State at a dollar or two an 
acre. Even now, we fancy, they are ridicu- 
lously cheap, and very heavily timbered in 
cypress, oak and gum, chiefly the last. Should 
they ever be cleared and restored to cultiva- 
tion—and if the red gum can be utilized eco- 
nomically, the clearing alone would make 
fortunes for the operator—it baffles the im- 
agination to compute the crops of cotton, 


corn, etc., that could be raised in that as- 
tounding and fructiferous soil, It is pure, 


unadulterated “buckshot” alluvium, from 20 
to 70 feet deep.—New York Sun. 

The Sun, always alert and quick to 
understand the value of improvements 
in the utilization of Southern resources, 
is just a little behind the times in this 
particular case. Red gum is being large- 
ly used for interior finish and for many 
other purposes, One of the largest ho- 
tels in Chicago now under construction 
will be finished throughout, with the ex- 
ception of a few rooms, in carefully se- 
lected red gum. Barnett, Haynes & Bar- 
nett, architects of St. Louis, in a recent 
letter referring to red gum, said: 

We consider that it is the best substitute 
for expensive hardwoods on account of the 
grain, the easy working qualities of the 
wood and the fine finish it is capable of re- 
ceiving. We believe that the use of red gum 
will very shortly eliminate most of the high- 
priced hardwoods from the market, not only 
on account of the lower cost of red gum, but 
also for the beautiful finish obtained, which, 
in our opinion, compares favorably with most 
of the standard hardwoods now in use. 

Instead of the experiments in the use 
of red gum having stopped 30 years ago, 
leading lumber producers have in re- 
cent years been developing a very large 
industry in the production of red gum 
for use in building work. 

The Sun is again incorrect in suppos- 
ing that the cypress and red gum lands 
of the South can be had at “ridiculously 
cheap prices,” as in former years. Fif- 
teen or sixteen years ago it would have 


been possible to buy a great deal of such

Some months ago, while the 
writer was sitting in the St. Charles Ho- 
tel, in New Orleans, a gentleman passed 





who was pointed out as being worth 
about $8,000,000. When information 
was sought as to how he had accumu- 
lated his wealth, it was said that 12 or 
15 years ago he had bought 100,000 
acres of cypress land at 75 cents an acre, 
and found great difficulty in financing 
it at that price, and that it was now 
worth $80 an acre. This illustration, 
whether entirely correct or not, is a 
type of a great many cases that can be 
found among those who were fortunate 
enough in the period of low prices to 
buy large tracts of cypress lands in 
Mississippi and Louisiana. Fortunes 
have been made out of the cutting of 
these swamp timbers, especialy cypress, 
and doubtless large fortunes will be 
made out of cutting red gum. But the 
Sun need not go to the cypress and red 
gum swamp lands of the Mississippi 
River section to find posibilities of soil 
reclamation to “baffle the imagination.” 
Much of these swamp lands will be 
drained and reclaimed to the great profit 
of the South, but there are even now 
available millions of acres of over- 
flowed or wet prairie land as rich as the 
cypress swamp lands. In these over- 
flowed prairie lands, aptly described as 
“pure, unadulterated” buckshot “allu- 
vium,” the depth of fertility far ;xceeds 
the 20 to 70 feet mentioned by the Sun. 
Drills have been put down‘several hun- 
dred feet through aluvium as rich as 
that on the surface. There are marvel- 
ous possibilities in the reclamation of 
such lands, and the large undertakings 
now under way in Louisiana and other 
Southern States give opportunities of 


adding immensely to the wealth of the 
South, and, for that matter, to the 


wealth of the whole country. These 
lands, which are now being reclaimed by 
thousands of acres, will baffle the im- 
agination to compute the crops of cot- 
ton, corn, ete., which they will produce. 
These lands, when drained and once 
plowed, show a friable soil, rich and 
loamy, and fertile enough almost to be 
used to fertilize other lands, The Sun 
cught to send down to Louisiana and see 
how for once it is behind the times. 





FOR TEXAS MINERALS. 

The Board of Regents of the Univer- 
sity of Texas, Austin, has established a 
bureau of economic geology at that in- 
stitution and has called Dr. William B. 
Thillips of Birmingham, Ala., to take 
charge of it. Dr. Phillips has accepted 
the appointment, and the work of the 
bureau will begin in September. 

It is the purpose to resume, as far as 
may be possible, the work of the mineral 
survey which was discontinued in 1905 
after four years of very successful op- 
eration. This survey was known.as the 
University of Texas Mineral Survey and 
was supported by direct appropriation 
by the Legislature, the fund being ad- 
ministered by the Board of Regents. Dr. 
Phillips organized and conducted this 
survey, and during its existence nine 
bulletins dealing with the mineral re- 
sources of Texas were prepared and 
distributed, about 60,000 copies having 
been issued. These bulletins dealt with 
Texas petroleum; quicksilver in Brews- 
ter county; coal, lignite and asphalt; 
clays, ete., and had a wide circulation. 
They are now practically out of print, 
the demand for them having exceeded 
the supply. 

The value of the mineral products of 
Texas is now about $20,000,000 a year, 
petroleum accounting for one-half, with 
coal and lignite, quicksilver, salt, clays 
and building stones, etc., making up the 
remainder. In providing some authority 
for dealing with these matters, replying 
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to the numerous inquiries ‘concerning 
them and forwarding in every manner 
possible the increasing interest that is 
shown, the Board of Regents is acting 
with far-sighted wisdom, supporting the 
plans of President Mezes with appro- 
priations sufficient for present purposes. 

It is to the active interest of President 
Mezes that the resumption of this im- 
portant work is due. Following upen 
the work of the former Mineral Survey 
and the excellent mineral exhibit made 
by the Texas World's Fair Commission 
at St. Louis, there has been a steady 
increase in the number and variety of 
inquiries concerning the resources of 
State. These have been referred to the 
university, and the president has found 
that a new department was necessary 
to cope with them successfully. For the 
first time in the history of education in 
this country a special department has 
been created in a university for the ex- 
press purpose of giving information rel- 
ative to the mineral resources of the 
State, noYteaching or lecturing being re- 
quired. “The incumbent of this position 
is to give his entire time to collecting 
and distributing information. There are 
State universities where the duties of a 
State geologist are performed by the 
professor of geology, or mining, ete., but 
this is a distinctly new departure. ‘The 
University of Texas proposes to bear in 
and for itself the expense of maintaiu- 
ing a special department for advertising 
the mineral resources of the State, 
through bulletins and other publications, 
in order that there may be some central 
authority to which the citizens of the 
State may look for accurate and impar- 
tial information. It is not intended that 
this bureau shall in any wise interfere 
with commercial geologists, chemists or 
engineers. On the contrary, it is de- 
signed to aid them in every possible 
manner by providing an office to which 
they may address themselves freely, 
where maps, sections, analyses, assays, 
ete., may be examined without cost and 
where other information concerning the 
mineral wealth of the State may be ob- 
tained at any time.

One of the greatest factors in the com- 
ing growth of Nashville is nearness to im- 
mense forests of hardwood lumber in what 
is known as the great Central-Southern 
hardwood field, embracing roughly the ter- 
ritory from the eastern slope of the Appa- 
lachians westward to Central Arkansas, 
and from the Ohio River to midway of the 
Gulf States. Within these limits is the 
source of most of the yellow pine and 
cypress, and probably not less than 75 per 
cent. of all the hardwood lumber used in 
this country and exported abroad. The 
meaning of this is that to the South, east 
of the Mississippi River, must come in 
time many of the woodworking industries 
requiring hardwood timber if they are to 
be in economic proximity to the raw ma- 
terial upon which they are based.

Texas will show up a total production at 
the end of the year that will astonish the 
country. 

While the developments going on in the 
immediate vicinity of Dallas are not of 
the amazing sort that have so recently 
transformed the Panhandle from a wild 
plain to a thickly populated agricultural 
and stock-raising section, nor that have 
built cities and established vast stretches 
of small farms almost over night, as in 
the Brownsville district, yet there is the 
continued and steady growth here that 
comes to a wonderfully fertile, well oecu- 
pied and well tilled agricultural commu- 
nity. Within a radius of 200 miles sur- 
rounding Dallas one-seventh of the cotton 
crop of the United States is produced, and 
Dallas is the commercial center of ‘this 
district. This results in a banking capital 
that at times becomes a surplus, so that 
Dallas money is frequently lent to other 
communities in the State, and even to out- 
side cities, including New York. With 
this condition there comes a notable de- 
velopment in certain lines of manufactur- 
ing, for Dallas stands at the head of cot- 
ton ginning machinery production. 

Just to what extent other industries 
will be built up here in an equally impor- 
tant way may not be clearly forecast. 
There has, however, been a steady develop- 
ment in many lines, and in the production 
of semi-raw materials, as cement might be 
classed, Dallas has the distinction of hav- 
ing two of the largest plants in the coun- 
try. An interesting feature in this connec- 
tion is the fact that both plants are run 
by producer gas made from Texas lignite. 
When oil was running to waste from the 
early Texas gushers the price was so low 
for fuel purposes that everybody's atteu- 
tion was directed away from the lignite 
with which bountifully 
blessed, and not until the price of oil be- 
gan to climb was there a renewed interest 
in lignite as a fuel possibility. At the 
present time a very great deal of attention 
is being given to this fuel, particularly on 
account of its adaptability for producer- 
Besides the cement plants, 
there are a number of other industries 
using producer gas made from Texas lig- 
nite, and other plants are being installed, 
notably a 3200-horse-power equipment for 
a cement plant at San Antonio and one of 
600 horse-power for a miiling plant at 
Dallas. Besides the German machines, 
which are in use to some extent 
country, a number of American manufac- 
turers are making producer-gas equipment, 
and it is stated that the Westinghouse peo- 
ple are conducting an exhaustive experi- 
mentation with the intention of putting 
something particularly excellent’ on the 
market. The lignite in this market is sup- 
plied by the Consumers’ Lignite Co., which 
has 2000 acres of well located workable 
beds in Wood county. They run from 
8000 to 10,000 tons to the acre, and the 
product sells at from $1.15 to $1.75 deliv- 
ered in this territory of North and East 
Texas. This lignite runs from 9000 to 
11,000 B. T. U., and is said by Mr. D. C. 
Earnest, president of the Consumers’ Lig- 
nite Co., to be about equal, at $1.50 a ton, 
to the best grade of slack at $2.50 a ton. 
He figures this lignate as comparable to 
the best grade of slack coal in the propor- 
tions of 3 to 2, and says some firemen 
have pronounced it equal ton for ton. Used 
as a fuel direct, it is not pronounced so 
economical a fuel as when converted to the

future for Texas lignite, and even pre- 
dicts revolutionary results from its general 
introduction as a power producer, with 
the establishment of many lines of indus-

which the absence of cheap fuel has here- 
tofore rendered impracticable. 

As an indication of the development oc- 
eurring in general lines of manufacturing 
in Dallas, without reference to what fu- 
ture stimulus may be given industrial de- 
velopment by the introduction of new and 
cheaper sources of power supply, I have 
found an interesting instance in the case 
of the Dallas Cement Stone Works. This 
is an institution founded four years ago by 
a German sculptor named Paul G, Silber, 
who came from Berlin to do some work on 
two of the buildings at the World's Fair, 
St. Louis. On locating at Dallas he asso- 
ciated with him as business manager Syd- 
ney Smith, Jr., of this city. They have 
developed a business now footing up $50,- 
000 a year in the line of manufacturing art 
granite stone for interior and exterior 
building purposes. They use Pennsylvania 
cement and crushed granite from West 
Texas, mixed according to a formula of 
their own, and have had such a success 
that architects are now specifying their 
material. Fronts and complete buildings, 
as well as interior decorations, have been 
put up by them in a dozen cities in Texas, 
and even as far away as Philadelphia. A 
very artistic booklet fine 
decorative effects given by their products 
for both exterior and interior purposes. 
A branch plant is being established at 
Waco, and within two years they expect 
to establish others at Houston and San 
Antonio.

VICKSBURG’S ADVANCE. 
Manicipal and Individual Invest- 


ments in Improvements. 
[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record.] 
Vicksburg, Miss., July 3. 

There is at present in Vicksburg a gen- 
eral tendency among the banking and com- 
mercial interests to move with more than 
ordinary conservatism. The incessant and 
heavy rains of the spring have brought 
about coisiderable damage to the cotton 
and corn crops in the Vicksburg territory, 
and have thus sympathetically affected the 
commercial interests. 

In spite of the slow movement of gen- 
eral business, however, there is a marked 
tendency toward development of activity 
in the building trades. There are more 
residences of a high class being constructed 
than at any one time in the past five years. 





Notable among these may be mentioned 
that of Mr. E. J. Bomer, president of the 
Board of Trade, which will cost more than 
$50,000 ; of Messrs. P. A. and J. B. Cowan, 
each to cost in excess of $15,000; the J. 
W. Johnson the contract for 
which, recently let, calls for the construc- 
tion of a $30,000 residence; the Harris 
and T. H. Dickson homes, costing, re- 
spectively, $12,000 and $7500; the W. L. 
Oates home, $8500; the D. J. Schlenker 
home, $15,000, and the A. A. Adler home, 
$8000.

Municipal improvements on a generous 
scale are being carried on throughout the 
city.

This park, with its his- 
toric associations and scenery, has made 
Vicksburg a popular tourists’ resort, and 
affords a revenue of many thousands of 
dollars annually. 

Very important industrially is the sub- 
urb of South Vicksburg, situated about 
seven miles south of Vicksburg proper. It 
offers many advantages to factories in the 
shape of free sites, exemption from taxa- 
tion for a term of years, competitive rail 
and water freight rates, and convenience 
to sources of supply of raw materials.

PIG-IRON FIRM. 





The Week’s Manufacture in the Bir- 
mingham Market. 

[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record.] 

Birmingham, Ala., July 5. 

Since last week’s report the pig-iron 
market has not only advanced $1 per ton, 
but has become exceedingly firm. Those 
concerns that have not refused to quote 
at all are asking $12.50 per ton, No. 2 
foundry basis, for spot iron, and while it 
is not definitely established that $13 per 
ton is the base price for fourth quarter 
business, from what can be gathered from 
the general situation it would probably 
take an attractive tonnage, as well as a 
very desirable customer, to cause the fig- 
ures to be materially shaded. An offer to 
take a 3000-ton lot for last half at $12.50 
per ton met a flat refusal; also an offer of 
a 2500-ton sale at base price of $12.50 per 
ton, to be distributed over the third quar- 
ter. A sale is reported of 20,000 tons by 
one of the large concerns here at a price 
ranging from $12.50 to $13 per ton. Some 
few buyers have expressed a desire to fig- 
ure on next year’s business, but yet there 
is no well-grounded statement to the effect 
that such business would be sought by 
the sellers. At present two important 
factors in the iron business are “down and 
out” so far as taking on business is con- 
cerned, and if they have any tonnage to 
speak of over and above what they have 
booked there is no desire to throw it on 
the market. It is understood that another 
large concern is contemplating making 
some minor repairs, and for some weeks to 
come will be practically out of the market. 
This will all have its bearing on the mar- 
ket, and, with the additional favorable re- 
ports from the railroads, I can see nothing 
ahead but encouragement in the pig-iron 
business. Then again comes the good news 
that the crops have not been damaged to 
the extent first reported. 

The charcoal iron market continues firm 
at $19 per ton at the furnace, with some 
little demand for special analysis iron. 

There has been no material change in 
the cast-iron pipe market. While inquiries 
have narrowed down somewhat, it is un- 
derstood that, with pretty full order-books, 
the manufacturer is experiencing no un- 


rest. Prices continue the same, being as 
follows: $25 per ton for 4 to 6 inch, $2 


for 8 to 12 inch, and $22 to $23 for over 
12 inch, with $1 a ton extra for gas pipe. 

As predicted in last week’s report, the 
scrap market has taken on a better feeling, 
and it is understood that some good con- 
tracts have been entered into which not 
only take care of the future, but enable 
the dealer to.move now some of the stock 
that he has grown to considerable propor- 
tions for months past.

CAMDEN TO CHARLESTON. 


A Possible Railroad Connection 
Which May Be Constructed 
Ere Long. 

The action of the Atlantic Coast Line 
and the Norfolk & Western Railway in 
deciding to establish a coal route to 
Charlestor by building the Winston-Salem 
Southbound Railroad, coupled with the 
activity of the Carolina, Clinechfield & 
Ohio Railway toward getting a coal route 
in connection with the Seaboard Air Line 
or otherwise to Charleston or some other 
port, directs attention to the possibility 
of a new line which would give Charleston 
an adayntageous northern connection. 
The Seaboard Air Line crosses South 
Carolina via Columbia, and it has been 
suggested that if a new road were built, 
either by the Seaboard or some independ- 
ent company, from Cainden to Charleston, 
it would form a valuable connection for 
business to and from that port. Camden 


s about 100 miles from Charleston and 


35 miles from Columbia. But there is the 
possibility that the Carolina, Clinchfield & 
Ohio will build to Columbia from Spar- 
tanburg, and maybe from Columbia to 
Charleston. In that event a short con- 
nection of 30 or 40 miles could be made 
from Camden to the new line from Co- 
lumbia to the coast. 

What is desired is another northern out- 
let and inlet for Charleston, The growing 
importance of that city as a cotton port 
which promises to restore it to its old- 
time supremacy in that line has directed 
attention strongly toward the need for a 
new railroad, and it appears probable, 
owing to the promised coal and other traf- 
fic, that someone will construct it. 

In this connection it is particularly in- 
teresting to remark a recent report, which 
is yet unconfirmed, that the Chesterfield 
& Lancaster Railway, running from Che- 
raw, S. C., on the Seaboard west about 
40 miles to Crowberg, will be taken over 
by that trunk line and probably extended 
to Monroe, N. C. This would afford a 
direct connection to Charlotte on the line 
of the Seaboard, which reaches the western 
part of North Carolina, and might result 
in a further extension in the other direc- 
tion straight for Charleston. Between 
Cheraw and that coast city there are some 
smali intervening railroads, and one or 
more of them might be absorbed for part 
of the desired route. 

It appears highly probable that the Sea- 
board will get into Charleston sooner or 
later, doubtless sooner, for the railroad 
situation is presenting so many rapid 
changes that there is no time for anyone 
to be hesitating if an advantage is to be 


gained, 





NEW LINES CHARTERED. 


Mississippi, Kentucky, Virginia and 
Oklahoma Represented by 
Incorporations. 

The Pascagoula Northern Railroad Co. 
has been incorporated for a line 40 miles 
long from Pascagoula, Scranton and Moss 
Point, Miss., north to connect with the 
Mobile, Jackson & Kansas City Railroad 
at Evanston, Miss. It will have the rail- 
road of the Denny Lumber Co. of Moss 
Point as a nucleus. That line is 36 miles 
long, so that comparatively little building 
will be required. Henry Hal! of Mobile 
is president, W. T. Jay of New Orleans 
is vice-president and Wyatt H. Ingram, 
also of the latter city, is secretary. Only 
three miles of new line will be needed to 
reach Evanston, and about four miles at 
the other end of the Denny road to reach 





Scranton. The authorized capital is 
$5,000,000. It is said that the line may 
eventually be extended to Hattiesburg, 
Laurel and Meridian, Miss. 

Among the other new lines recently 
chartered is the Marked Tree, Newport & 
Western Railway of Arkansas, which pro- 
poses to build 49 miles from Marked Tree 
to Newport via Harrisburg and Walden- 
burg, Ark. It will connect with the 
Frisco system at Marked Tree, with the 
Iron Mountain at Harrisburg, with the 
St. Louis Southwestern at Waldenburg, 
and again with the Iron Mountain (Mis- 
souri Pacific system) at Newport. The 
authorized capital is $300,009, of which 
$100,000 is subscribed. The incorporators 
are E, Ritter, W. W. Cate and J. H. Har- 
rison, all of Jonesboro; W. B. Miller, M.

The Russell-Prater Railway Corpora- 
tion of Bessie, Va., has been chartered to 
build a line 12 miles long in Dickenson 
county of that State to connect with the 
Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio Railway;

A letter to the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD 
furnishes information about the Kentucky 
Electric Railway Co. thus: “The com- 
pany is incorporated to build a line to be 
operated by either steam or electricity 
from Dawson Springs to either Providence 
or Madisonville. If to the former, it will 
be 20 miles long, and if to the latter, 25 
miles. Survey has been made and much 
of the right of way is secured between 
Dawson Springs and Providence. The 
contract for financing and construction 
has been let to Chicago parties, who are 
to proceed immediately with the work, 
which, it is further said, would develop a 
fine agricultural and mineral section. The 
incorporators are J. T. Edwards of Provi- 
dence, president ; Ben Sisk of Silent Run, 
vice-president ; B. H. Roney, treasurer; W.

BURLINGTON GOES SOUTH. 


J. J. Hill Evidently Reaching Out 
for a Connection to the Gulf. 

A dispatch from Metropolis, Ill., says 
that evidence of James J. Hill's intention 
to extend his lines across the Ohio River 
into the South is furnished by the incor- 
poration of the Herrin Southern Railroad 
in Messac county, with prominent officials 
of the Burlington system as the incorpo- 
rators, thus: Daniel Willard, vice-presi- 
dent, Chicago; F. E. Ward, general man- 
ager, Evanston, Ill.; J. M. Dering, E. A. 
Howard and L. B. Larson, engineer, all of 
Chicago. The line is to begin at Herrin, 
on the Burlington, and run southeast to a 
point near Metropolis, on the Ohio River, 
57 miles. It is provided that a bridge shall 
be erected over the river. Five parties of 
engineers are engaged in a survey. 

It is further reported that the Burling- 
ton will build south from Metropolis to 
meet a line coming up from the Gulf, and 
this appears to be the Mobile, Jackson & 
Kansas City Railroad, which, it was re- 
cently reported, had arranged to finance 





its projected extension northward to the 
Ohio River. It is 150 miles directly 
south from Metropolis, Lll., to Middleton, 
Tenn., which is the northern terminal of 
the Mobile road, and it is 367 miles from 
there to Mobile.

A HUGE COAL TRAIN. 


One Engine Hauls 105 Loaded Cars 
on the Pennsylvania's Low- 
Grade Freight Line. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Co. reports 
that it has moved probably the heaviest 
freight train ever hauled by one locomo- 
tive.

The Compensarc. 

The need of some kind of a device for 
controlling arc lamps on moving-picture 
machines is obvious when it is known that 
moving-picture machine are lamps operate 
at approximately 35 volts at the arc, while 
the voltage obtainable from practically all 
commercial lighting circuits is either 110 
volts or 220 volts. Some electrical device 
must be used between the line and the 
lamp to care for the difference in voltage. 
Formerly iron wire or grid resistance rheo- 
stats were used. Their use resulted in a 
waste of all that energy supplied from the 
line over and above that actually required 
by the lamp. Now compensarecs are offered 
instead of rheostats to save that waste. 





The compensare is invaluable to per- 
sons operating their are lamps from alter- 
nating current circuits. The compensarc 
cannot be used on direct-current circuits. 
It is in reality a special type of adjustable, 
auto-transformer. Herewith is a view of 
the compensare manufactured by the Fort 
Wayne Electric Works, Fort Wayne, Ind. 

This compensare is known as type A, 
form 4, and is rated at 2 kilowatts for 110 
volts or 2% kilowatts for 220 volts, and 
wound for either 60 cycles or 133 cycles, as 
may be desired.

The Standardizing of Belting. 


One of the most important questions 
facing the consumers of supplies and ma- 
chinery of all kinds is that of standardiz- 
ing many of these products so that users 
ean feel assured they receive the best 
quality only. Each year the members of 
the American Supply and Machinery As- 
sociation, at its various meetings, have 
discussed this subject and others relating 
to the cause and means of overcoming 
unfair competition so as best to protect 
the buyer, who, as a general rule, is un- 
familiar with the real quality of the ar- 
ticles purchased. 

Chas. F. Aaron, president of the associ- 
ation, during 1908-1909 has been most 
active in the desire to secure definite re- 
sults along this line, and particularly in 
the field of leather-belting manufactur- 
ing. As a belting manufacturer for a 
large number of years he is perfectly fa- 
miliar with the methods practiced by 
those making and selling inferior belting 
as the highest quality, and to overcome 
these conditions and protect the user he 
has proposed a plan which, if adopted and 
followed, would, in his opinion, prove a 
marked step toward promoting honesty in 
dealings between maker and buyer. 

In the plumbing trade a standard of 
specifications for first-quality goods has 
been adopted by the most prominent man- 
ufacturers. All goods built on highest 
specifications as outlined for the manufac- 
turers of plumber supplies bear the trade 
name “Naco,” no matter by whom the 
goods are manufactured. The buyer of 
plumber supplies who desires to make 
sure that he is getting the best grade of 
goods has only to look for this word 
“Naco” stamped upon them, and he can 
rest assured that no fraud is being prac- 
ticed. 

Mr. Aaron thinks that in leather belt- 
ing some sort of plan to insure quality 
goods is more needed than in the plumbing 
line. All leather looks practically the 
same when it leaves the factory. It is 
smooth, slick and shiny, has good color, 
and can be loaded to attain almost any 
weight. The average buyer of belting 
cannot distinguish, unless he has been ed- 
ucated to do so, the difference between 
third-grade belting, cut from belly or 
shoulder stock, and first-grade belting, cut 
from within certain limited areas along 
the back and sides of the hide. 

The plan of Mr. Aaron proposes the 
adoption of one standard method of man- 
ufacturing leather belting by all belting 
manufacturers who desire to make best 
quality goods. The plan further proposes 





a definite and absoluteiy specific method 
of cutting the leather into strips for belts 
which, if followed out, would, he says, 
eliminate the possibility of fraud in deliv- 
ery of belting. The plan further proposes 
that when this standard of specifications 
as to manufacture, cutting, etc., is adopt- 
ed, the manufacturers who enter into an 
agreement to make belting along these 
lines shall adopt a stamp of quality; a 
stamp shall be placed upon highest-grade 
goods only which meet in every way the 
terms of these uniform specifications. He 
further proposes that most rigid inspec- 
tion of all belting bearing this national 
stamp of quality should be instituted, with 
a penalty attached to any manufacturer 
who places this stamp on goods which do 
not meet in every respect these specifica- 
tions. It is proposed that on second of- 
fence the stamp be withdrawn from man- 
ufacturers who are twice caught violating 
the terms of their agreement. 

Mr. Aaron's plan in general detail is as 
follows : 

I. Have all belting manufacturers who 
have facilities for building best quality 
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belting adopt a standard specification for 
first-grade belting, viz. : 

(a) Belting made from oak-bark tanned 
butts. 

(b) Only center portions of hide used. 

(c) Strips put into belts not to exceed 
4 feet 6 inches in length. 

(d) Weigh about 16 ounces to 
square foot. 

(e) Every strip for each given width 
taken from within definite fixed locations. 

II. As physical proof to the user that 
these claims are fulfilled in the belting de- 
livered, this absolute test, easy to apply 
and sure in its proof, is offered: 

Each manufacturer shall furnish 
every dealer who represents him a belting 
butt, having sides and centers attached, 
with strips to illustrate the exact nature 
of material which erters into every width 
into which the belting will be manufac- 
tured. By comparing the roll of belting 
with strips in the sample butt and by 
comparing the pit of the leather in the 
roll with that in the corresponding strip 
in the beit, a novice in belting may prove 
to himself just what-he is getting. Every

The adoption of this plan will force 
manufacturers to play fair or play alone 
without the use of the stamp which guar- 
antees the qualities they claim to give.
